The~Madern Blotter. "' 


Half a centurj ago the business man 


who had not patience to wait for the 
ink to dry, blotted his letters with fine 
sand, the sand box being- part of the 
equipment of every desk and counting- 
room. The sand box had a perforated 
sifter and the sand was scattered on the 
writing, absorbing the surplus ink 
Then the sand was gathered up and 
poured back into the dish again, filling 
in through the perforations. Now blot- 
ting paper has superseded this old-time 
affair and has become an enormous ar-1 
tide of manufacture and sale The best 
blotting paper is mode of cotton rags; 
lower grades are made of wood pulp 
mixed rv ith some sort of absorbent clay. 
Clear white blotting paper is by far the 
best, as dyes injure the absorbent quali- 
ties. The trade in white blottingpaper 
is nearly 15 times as much as that in 
all high colors put together. A great 
deal of blotting paper is used for adver- 
tising purposes, which is a most con- 
venient way of getting one's name be- 
fore the public. One use for blotting 
paper as me from absorbing ink is in 
making huge rolls for calendering cloth. 
The paper is-rolled and pressed until it 
is quite firm, then heated by means of 
pipes passing through it —N Y. Ledger.

Francisco stands has been and is giad-- 
ually sinking down to the sea level," 
said Prof. Andrew C Lawson, the retJ- 
ing president of the University of Cali- 
fornia Scienti6c association, while de- 
livering hia farewell address before 
that body recently at Berkeley 
The 


subject of the lecture was "The Flood- 
Ing of the Golden Gate." 


"Nearly all parts of the earth s sur- 


face show the phenomena of uplift or 
depression," sa.d Prof. Lawson. "Move- 


1 taints of this kind are either continent- 
al or orog£nic. It Is necessary to have 
Ln mind the criteria of these two move- 
mente. The criteria of the uplift are 
found In the presence of terraces and 
sharply shaped canyons. The criteri* 
of depression arc shown when deltas 
are built up at the mouths of rivers, 
when the sea floods into the valleys. 
Some time this depression continues to 
such a degree that mountains become 
islands, sinking, ap it were, to their 
knees In the water. 
Greece is such a 


mountainous region up to its knees in 


"From Puget sound to Behring" sea 


we have a depressed coast. The shore 
from the straits of Fuca to CapeMen- 
doclno snows evidence of uplift and also 
slight depression afterward. 
From 


Cape M«ndocino to Eussian riv«r there 
has been a constant uplift. But from 
this point to the Bay of Monterey the 
region after having been elevated has 
been marked by a great sag It 18 to 
that sag we owe the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco, Bollnas Bay, Drake's bay and 
Tomales bay. They are stream valleys 
Invaded by the waters of the ocean Thte 
fact is very noticeable In Lake Merced.' 
It Is clearly a valley formed by juncture 
of several streams. The lake has been 
invaded by the sea and now its bottom 
Is ten feet below the sea level 


"The phenomena of depression ^re 


also seen at Richardson's bay and at 
Ban fiafwsl and Napa. ^ The river val- 
leys an» .filling ftp and making tidal 
marshes. More positive evidence is 
found in the swamp material in the 
Oakland estuary, taken SO feet below 
the tide. The bay has been invaded by 
the sea and flooded the river valleys 


"All this subsidence is of compara- 


tively recenjt geological change and 
may go deeper I, am not sure, of the 
downward movement at tha present 
time It is hard to catch it on the move. 
Probably-the whole of the San Francis- 
co peninsula is going down as the maxi- 
mum effect of the great sag that made 
the Golden Gate at San Francisco."— 
San Francisco Bulletin.

In nearly all the churches or m the 


monastic chapels hereabouts I find 
swarms of Greek soldiers^ They come 
m, cross themselves, stand listening 
while the priest reads from the holy 
books in the peculiar quavering sing- 
song \vhich makes the words quite in- 
comprehensible eten to Greeks, and 
then they kiss the pictures 
The other 


day at Zorkos I saw them crowding to 
kiss a round inch of the skull of St. 
Nicholas and a few of Chrysostom's 
perished finger joints. Their mother 
tongue was Greek, but they kissed the 
bones and went away. Bound the walls 
of most churches are paintings of tor- i 
raent at least as disgusting as anything 
which Italy can show—fires ari"d rent' 
flesh and devouring monsters, such 
things, as man has invented to add, to 
bis fear and unhapplness in the world 
There ure a few saints, too, of course, 
the works of many a Plctor Ignotus, 
whose name no Buskin could save to 
memory now. 
In the- richest of the monasteries I am 


the abbot's guest 
At dinner over oc- 


topus stewed in leeks ( a dish that tast- 
ed like-a line of Aristophanes )we tried 
to discuss the position and prospects of 
the orthodo^ church and the impor- 
tance of its ^metaphysical distinctions. 
But we did not get very far. The poor 
man was overcome at the loss of two 
oxen,' the very leaders of his team, with- 
out which all the rest were useless for 
the plow 
The government had taken 


them and killed them to feed the sol- 
diers, and in return had given him a pa- 
per promise to pay.

OUTSIDE CLEANING. 


a, Wo^lc That In Too Of t» Jfojrleeted 


by Boocekeepem. 


The last parts of a house to be cleaned 


ire the piazza and the various portions 
3f the base which are spattered with 
nud stains after the winter snows and 
spring rains. This is a work which, 
many housekeepers neglect or relegate 
to the outside workers. In a small 
douse, where the immediate premises 
jf the house, as well as the inside, are 
under the care of the housekeeper, this 
is certainly a part of the housecleaning. 


If all parts of the woodwork of the 


riazzas and the base of a house, as far 
as it is splashed with mud, be carefully 
cleaned it adds a 'great deal to its neat 
appearance. It is not often necessary 
to do this work more than, twice a year, 
at the season of the semi-annual clean- 
ings. A| good stepladder is necessary 
(or this work, one of the light-handled 
ceiling brooms used to sweep ceilings, 
and other brushes. Brush *be ceiling 
of the piazzas, thoroughly removing'all 
cobwebs and dust. Dust the openwork 
cornice and the balustrade and wipe 
them off with a damp cloth. Brush off 
the side of the house, the window casing 
and the blends included in the piazza-in 
clear, cold water, unless the blinds have 
been already washed and wiped with 
the other blinds when the inside of the 
house was cleaned. Sometimes the dark 
woodwork of th« piazzas may he im- 
proved by robbing thoroughly with a 
mixture of two parts pore and raw lin- 
aeed oil and one part turpentine. This 
removes the gray^ look which in time 
dark paint often assumes. The oil must 
be thoro'ugljiy rubbed in with a firm cot- 
ton cloth, if it is used. The base rif the 
piazza and house above the stonework 
should be thoroughly brushed with a 
stiff broom, and then dusted. Brush 
the stonework of the foundation also. 
See that the sod grows close to the 
house to keep the foundations from be- 
ing muddy. A foot or more of clean 
gravel is sometimes placed next the 
foundations of a house to prevent them 
being splashed. It is a better protec- 
tion than the thickest sod^f coarse peb- 
bles are used. Where there is no such 
protection, every rain spatters the 
house more or less,, and no care. can. 
keep it neat. After thoroughly dusting 
the base of the piazza and house take a 
pall of cold water and a stiff whisk 
brush and scrub over its surface, using 
a soft cloth to dry it as fast as it is 
washed. Change the water as often as 
it becomes too sandy-to use, and con- 
tinue the work until it is done. The 
base of'a. house should always be paint- 
ed a rather dark color, not alight shade, 
as so many houses are. A light base is 
not only more easily soiled and requires 
more care to keep in order, but it gives 
Oie house a weak look. Inconsistent 
with the dignified, substantial appear- 
ance which a dwelling house should 
have.—N. Y. Tribune. '

The Experience of M»u»«er Vei-guicm and 


Hotormen Try ing to Avoid Carrying 


Seven People on On* FitM. 


Manager Ferguson of the Electric Street 


Car line had an experience last night 
which was calculated to shorten both 
prayers and, life. The street,oar company 
nave been'.giving! a show at Biverslde. 
The parson desiring-to- attend the show 
could purchase a ticket of the company 
for 10 cents, which entitled the holder to 
a ride-to and from the park andadmli 
slon to the show. 


One of the • motormen who turns ths 


crank and rings up fares on North Water 
street was coming south about tbe time 
of day when the patrons of the show wen 
pulling out for Riverside, the'motor- 
man was peaceful and happy and was con- 
gratulating himself on tbe acceptable 
weather and the kindness of providence, 
when what 'seemed to him a Sunday 
jcbool class boarded tbe oar. The com- 
pany consisted of a woman with six chil- 
dren in her charge, ages ranging irom A 
to 12 years. This looked to him like a 
streak of prosperity -for the company. 
The contingent did not double up, bat 
spread out, occupying all the room neoes 
sary to maintain the individual right of 
tbe entire seven. The rootorroan was re 
minded of the old lines: "We an seven." 
He put on bis best smile as be approach 
ed tbe woman to collect fares. She offer 
ed him one fare, which he rung op In 
proper form, but whan he nsked fares for 
the children, the woman reminded him 
that they were her children and refused 
to pay fare for any part of the brood. 
The jnotormnn Insisted- and- the'1 woman 
.resisted.' 


Here was a dilemma. He either bad 


.to haul tb« crowd or put those off who 


deal of abuse from ' the woman for at- 
tempting to collect more than one fan be 
concluded 'rather than have bis eyes 
scratched out be would haul" 'them to the 
transfer house. So be ga*e the woman'a 
transfer ticket and pulled along. The 
scene was shifted'to tbe Riverside branch 
with ths remit that the woman with her 
company won out and landed at the end 
of the line wltitout thelosi of »»•. 


She managed to bluff her way into the 


show and occupied seven seats then, at a 
net outlay, so far, of only 10 cents. By 
this time Manager Ferguson and every 
body on the Una bad beard of the affair 
and every fellow was laying for tbe Water 
street contingent, determined to make it 
capitulate before It got home. It was 
supposed that it could not be kept togeth- 
er In the'ret urn ears owing to tbe crowd- 
ed condition which follows the close of 
the show and It was hoped to attack tbe 
little band In detail. But, imagine tbe 
chagrin of Manager Ferguson when the 
crowd came out of the show house and be 
proceeded to assist In loading) the people 
Into tbe oars, when he found that the 
seven bad stolen a march on him br get- 
ting out1 of tbe show before tho crowd and 
had taken and were occupying an entire 
seat in a trailer, one- of them where tbe 
teats ran clear aoroM the oar. Lotsol 
passengers were standing, for want.ol 
seats, but there sat the 10 cent crowd as 
comfortable and contented as though they 
owned the road. Finally a'motormiin 
advanced as a skirmisher. He got the 
woman's return, coupon and then demand 
ed a oonpla of fares more for-the bunch, 
but tbe woman insisted -that the bunoh 
should go for one fare. In despair tbe 
motorman called for Manager Ferguson, 
who promptly told the female obaperooe 
that unless she paid more fan they would 
have to get off, and was promptly told In 
reply that she did apt. have to pay fan 
for children and then she proceeded to 
abuse Mr. Ferguson in anything but a 
photos manner.* He stood toe abase and 
made up Mt mind to let them ride to the 
transfer house rather then leave them 
stranded In the region of Riverside, bat, 
be did do this: He. announced 
onpants of the oar that In 'hie It years' 
experience as a street railway man no one 
bad aver before attempted to mean a trick 
upon tbe company and passengers; that 
tbe woman with the six children had i Id- 
den on the oars from North Water street to 
Riverside; baoVbeen'ln the show and had 
only paid 10 cents and that flbw, while 
men and women who had paid ibeir fans 
bad to stand, an enttn Mat olsejc^.across 
tbe traitor was occupied by.tfal* unrea- 
sonable woman and dropped the matter. 
The woman, however, oontlnned -to fire 
away at tbe manager until the paaseng«iti 
finally began 'to -guy her, snipping their 
fingers in imitation of shears.

last. .Jhe company' refused to carry then 
from the transfer BOOM'and the Iranian

draws the line In cases of this kind. The
